New Landscape 


Plans Readied 
By Architect 


A beautiful campus including 
shady trees, green shrubbery and 
flowers is not just a dream, ac- 
cording to Lydia C. Davis, land- 
scape designer for Santa Ana col- 
lege. Mrs. Davis, well-known local 
landscape architect, has already 
begun the master-plan for campus 
grounds, although it has not been 
determined as yet when actual 
work will begin. 

To Be Useful 

“Campus landscaping will be 
useful as well as ornamental,” 
Mrs. Davis said. She added that 
plans had to take into consider- 
ation the need for a large variety 
of plants used by botany classes, 
as well as demands of art and ath- 
letic departments. Suitable flowers 
for holiday decorations must also 
be included, which will be ready 
at the right season. 

Plant Trees 

Landscaping around the semi- 
permanent buildings now in use 
will be planned first with quick- 
growing trees and shrubs as well 
as lawns. The permanent-building 
campus will have more extensive 
development later. Although the 
building development of _ the 
entire college may not be finished 
for 20 to 25 years, landscaping for 
the campus will probably be well 
started by next year. 


Union Due For 
Redecoration 


Grand opening for the com- 
pletely redecorated and_ refur- 
nished Santa Ana college Student 
Union has been tentatively sched- 
uled for the third week of Octo- 
ber. The exact date of the open- 
ing will be determined by the 
length of time required to con- 
struct the furniture. 

Patio Behind Union 

Tile’ Asphalt will be used 
throughout the building, with 
beige as a predominating color, 
and green will be used subordin- 
ately. The college seal will be in- 
laid in the floor of the lounge. 
Drapes are to be used on all of 
the windows. Conventional patio 
furniture is planned for the patio, 
which will be located directly be- 
hind the Student Union building. 
A large window will be construc- 
ted between the counter-room and 
the dining room, while an arch- 
wak will serve as passage between 
the lounge and diningroom. 

Furniture Listed 

The lounge is to be furnished 
with Monterey type furniture, 
consisting of four couches, four 
floor lamps, eight end tables, four 
overstuffed chairs, and four cof- 
fee tables.
